Per amended independent claim 1 , the Examiner finds the applicant's arguments 
persuasive (see reply filed 9/9/2004) that the prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest in combination the method for controlling the speed of vehicle including lifting 
the acceleration limitation more slowly in response to a change in conditions for the 
acceleration limitation with an acceleration limit increasing in a time-delayed manner as 
now claimed.
